Billions for Europe, 
Postmen to Get $1

Before paying off the mortgage on your neigh- 
bor's house, it is always prudent and just to pay 
off the mortgage on your own. Before distribut- 
ing money abroad, it is always logical and pat- 
riotic to distribute money to those who need it 
at home. 


Those principals of prudence and justice and 
logic and patriotism are being violated every 
day by certain American statesmen and _ poli- 
ticians, who are strikingly cheap im their con- 
tributions ta domestic causes ‘but alarmingly 
prodigal in their contributions to foreign causes. 


Two recent newspaper items indicate the Am- 
erican low blood pressure which characterizes so 
much of our domestic policy, and the American 
high blood pressure which characterizes so much 
of our foreign policy. 


Some time ago, the Congress of the United 
States went on record as willing to waste $65,000, 
000 of American Taxpayers’ money in the futile 
project of building a capital for the moribund 
United Nations in New York City. According to 
the press, the United Nations has just indicated 
that it will be satisfied with getting away with 
only $62,000,000. 


This huge outlay of American money is desig- 
nated as an “interest-free loan.’ Why American 
citizens continue to swallow such humbug is be- 
yond comprehension. With the exception of Fin- 
land, what European nation, during the past thirty 
years, has ever attempted to pay back any “‘loan” 
to the United States, whether it was interest-bear- 
ing or not? 


How is the United Nations going to pay back 
this capital loan for a capital, when the nations 
belonging to this aggregation of disunited nations 
have. no intention, either individually or collec- 
tively, of ever reimbursing the United States for 
its colossal expenditures in their regard? 


While American politicians are pouring billions 
of American dollars down the drain pipes of the 
United Nations and the Marshall Plan Nations, 
American Postal Employees are being treated to 
customary Congressional indifference, in their at- 
tempt to secure adequate compensation for their 
splendid and sacrificial services. 


According to the press, the House Civil Service 
Committee recently voted a mere $468 annual 
“cost-df-living’’ salary increase for Postal Em- 
ployees. As David Silvergleid, president of the 
Greater New York Joint Conference of Affiliated 
Postal Employees, stated, this pittance will am- 


ount to the enormous sum of “ a take-home pay — 


of roughly $1 more a day for postal workers, and 
in living costs of over 


$3 a day.”

Newspapers reported April 2 that Senate de- 
bate would shortly begin on the Revercomb Bill. 
This would admit to the United States 50,000 
“displaced persons’ per year for two years. 
Amendments will be offered to increase this to 


100,000 yearly. . 


The stratton Bill, authorizing admission of 100, 
000 refugees per year for four 
years, is still before Congress. 
Other similar measures includ- 
ing the Fellows Bill, are pend- 
ing. 

Congress also has before it 
measures, introduced at the in- 
stigation of left-wing elements, 
of which the FEPC is an ex- 
ample. All of them attempt to 
impose the will of a minority 
upon the majority. Strikingly 
enough, almost 

invariably overlaps, or is identi- 

cal with, the minority now crowding hardest to 


this minoritv 


fill our country with refugees. 


"Meanwhile, we believe there has long been a 
conspiracy, in its nature criminal, to bring into the 
United States a far larger number of refugees 
than even pending bills call for. The large major- 
ity of these are Eastern European descendants of 
the Mongolian tribe known as Khasars, described 
in Letter 177. 


Every ten years the Federal Government makes 
a census of the population. Each year the Census 
Bureau estimates the population. 


The census of 1930 showed a population of 
122,773,046. The estimate of the Census Bureau 
as of January |, 1948 was 145,340,000. The net 
gain for eighteen years was 22,566,954. 


Population can be increased either by births, 
or by immigration — lawful or unlawful. It can 
be increased in no other way. 


Statistics, based on reports of the Bureau of 
the Census and the U. S. Public Health Service, 
show that in this eighteen-year period there were 
45,011,318 births. and 25,074,802 deaths. Thus 
the excess of births over deaths was 19,936,516. 

From figures of the Bureau of the Census and 
the Immigration Service we find that 1,009,457 
persons entered the U. S. A. during this same per- 
iod. This figure is the net excess of entrances over 
departures for all the years in the period except 
the years 1931 to 1936, inclusive, during which 
241,079 more people left than entered the U. S. 
A. The net gain from lawful immigration, then, 


was 768,378. 
Adding this to 19,936,576, the excess of births 


over deaths, we find a total official population in- 
crease of 20,704,894. This figure is still 1,862. 
060 less than the total increase shown by the cen- 
sus in 1948. Hence 1,862,060 persons have un- 


lawfully entered. 


As a matter of fact, we suspect the real num- 
ber of entrants during this period is closer to 
three million. And although we accept the hones-

DOINGS IN CONGRESS

Congress is busy appropriating billions — busy 
appropriating the income tax you have just paid 
or are still paying. Some $15,000,000,000 will 
be appsopriated fo rthe army, the navy and the 
air force — national defense. This has become 
necessary because of the colossal blunders of FDR 
Marshall and T:aman at Teheran, Quebec, Yalta 

- and Potsdam. 


Then, there will be around $8,000,000,000 or 
$10,000,000,000 appropriated for foreign gov- 
ernments. This for armament and food in an at- 
tempt to bribe the Reds. Our Uncle Sam is re- 
peating the colossal blunder he made when he 
supplied Japan with scrap iron, some of which 
later found its target in the bodies of your sons. 

’ Outside of sending some food to inefficient for- 
eign governments, we are also arming govern- 
ments that will be on the other side of the fence 
in case of war with Russia. 


The time to call Russia's bluff has long been 
overdue. If that bluff had been called at Teheran, 
Yalta and Potsdam, Russia would now be within 
her own boundries and be no threat to the peace 
of the world. Army men tell me that World War 
Ill could still be avoided, if our President and the 
UN would call Russia's bluff, and tell her to get 
back into her own boundries. Then, if there is 
to be any change of sovereignty or boundries, it 
should only be made by a majority vote of those 
who are affected. 


The food we send to those foreign governments 
is not given to the poor, but sold to those who 
have the monev. The poor will starve just the 
same. Let the truth be known. Let us expose the 
One “Wrlders; the~Wall Streeters and the inter- 
national manufacturers and bankers — those who 
profit by the Marshall Plan. You, who pay the 


billions in taxes, have a right to know the facts. 


These billions appropriated wll be extracted 
from the American people — rich or poor. When 
you eat a hotdog sandwich, you eat and pay 73 
hidden taxes. When you buy a pair of shoes, you 
wear and pay |126 hidden taxes. When you buy 
a bar of soap to wash with, you pay 154 hidden 
taxes. When a farmer buys a pair of overalls for 
farm work, he pays 148 hidden taxes. When the 
housewife buys a cotton dress, she wears and 
pays 125 hidden taxes, and last, but not least, 
when you eat a loaf of bread, you eat 52 hidden 
taxes.

derived from known factors must be supplemen- 
ted in any real evaluation of the problem by an 
estimate of the factors that in their nature are un- 
known officially to the Bureau. 

On June 3, 1946, the Immigration Service 
publicly stated it had reason to believe that in 
the first five months of that year 60,000 Ilegal 
entries had been made. In 1947, Representative 
A. L. Miller charged that planes from overseas

grants. Indeed, the airplane which can land at 
special fields in the United States from outside 
our borders, discharge its load and return to its 
base without reporting to anybody, has made the 
bringing in of illegal immigrants quite simple. Na- 
tional Commander Paul Griffith of the American 
Legion charged on May 22, 1947, that illegal im- 
migration had become “a lawless torrent,’ in 
which such entries outnumbered legal entries ‘‘ten 
to one.’ This would imply an illegal immigration 
of perhaps two million per year. That figure is 
probably high, but who is in a position to say just 
how high? 

Senator Langer of North Dakota stated on 
March 15th that there are twenty-three paid lob- 
byists working n the Capitol to push through bills 
admitting hundreds of thousands more aliens in- 
to the United States. 

The United Jewish Appeal undertook to raise 
(and there is reason to believe that most or all of 
it was raised) the sum of $170 million in 1947. 
Its work has been generally represented as “‘relief 
work” among refugees in Europe. Was any of this 
huge sum, part of it collected by ‘Christian com- 
in two or three hundred American com- 
munities, used to bring in illegal immigrants? If 


, so, how much?

+The fact has been published that six million 
dollars of this $170 million was given to the Anti- 
Defamation League and other like organizations 
some of them bitterly engaged in spying upon 
amd smearing individuals and organizations that 
fight Communism. 

An American citizen who has been working to 
obtain admittance to this country of larger num- 
bere of amti-commumist refugees, and who has first 
hand opportunities for observation, tells us that 
in his own opinion immigration as now organized 
is a menace to the United States and our way of 
life. He does not mean lawful immigration. He 
means unlawful immigration. He adds: 

“One has only to go down to a pier to meet any 
incoming ship from Bremen to see for himself the 
type of people that are being admitted. I would 
say that 75 to 90% of the immigrants are un- 
desirable. At the same time prospective immi- 
grants are subject to endless ‘screenings’ on the 


other side by officials of the IRO, Army Intellig- 


gence and the United States Consuls, which 
should assure that the right people are selected, 
but, unfortunately, the results are the opposite. 
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‘This can only be explained by the fact that 
the personnel of IRO (International Refugee OR- 
ganization) and even of the State Department 
(Counsuls and Vice-Counsuls, and their secre- 
taries) are honeycombed with Communists and 
fellow-travellers. The Army Intelligence Officers 
are mostly young men with practically no kaow- 
ledge or expefience. Whole groups ef Soviet 
agents, mostly of Jewish origin, are being smugel- 
ed intothe United States Zone of Germany from 
Russia where, with the help of communist sym- 
pathizers in IRO and the Consulates, they are de- 
clared ‘victims of the nazis’ and as such given 
priority visas to the United States. 


“A busy trade in illegal, or semi-legal, immi- 
gration is going on by providing fictitious hus- 
bands and wives who are United States citizens 
and providing ‘non-quota’ occupations-ministers 
of religions, etc. In 1940 Havana, Cuba was a 
clearing place for such operations. Immigrants 
used to arrive by the boat-load supposedly in 
transit to Mexico or South America but used to 
stay there till entrance to the United States could 
be arranged, litterally by hook or crook.” 


Among the many new international organiza- 
tions is the International Refugee Organization 
(IRO). Its purpose is to resettle refugees. There 
is reason to believe that in practice this has con- 
sisted largely of re-settling those who are Com- 
munists or who have communist sympathies. 


Evidence reaching us is that the IRO is honey- 
combed with Communists. One Gustavo Duran 
was prominently connected with it. Duran was a 
colonel on the communist side in the Spanish Rev- 
olution, A communist pamphlet publshed in Cuba 
clearly implies that he is a Communist. Chair- 
man Thomas of the House Committee on Un- 
American Activities charged in 1946 that Duran 
““was known as a Communist and member of the 
International, and an agent of the Russian secret 


police."’ (See Council Lettel 160.) 


We have talked with a number of individuals 
interested in bringing to the United States non- 
communist displaced persons, most or all of them 
Christians. It is reported that obstacles have in- 
variably been thrown in their way. Only some 
very special pull has been able to pry permission 
from the left-wing of our foreign service bureau- 
cracy to bring in such persons. The preference 
has mvariably been in favor of left-wing D. P.’s 
especially if they ate Jews. 

Mr George Meader, chief counsel for the special 
Senate committee investigating the national de- 
fense program, was sent to Europe in October, 
1946. The Democratic majority, then in control, 
failed to make public his report, but it was made 
public by direction of the Republican members of 
the committee. The following is quoted from the 
Meader Report: 


“The position of the United States with re- 


spect to displaced persons is one of continuing to 
accept all Jews and all ‘persecutees’ into a\zone 
which is already beset with serious housing and 
food shortages and thus to place an additional 
burden om the United States Occupational Au- 


thorities in Germany.” 


There is definite evidence that Soviet Russia has 
systematically permitted the leakage of refugees 
from the Russian Zone of Germany into the Am- 
erican-British Zone; and it is certain that this leak- 
age would not have been permitted if those thus 
allowed to leave Russia were not wholly sumpa- 
thetic with Russian Communism. Having in mind 
news accounts some two months ago that two 
shiploads of refugees bound from Rumanian ports 
to Palestine, but intercepted, were found to con- 
tain a thousand Communists, how many of the 
refugees entering the United States have been 
brought here to build up the Communist Fifth 
Column here? How much of last year’s $170 
million United Jewish Appeal Fund was used— 
how much of this year’s $250 million fund will 
be used, to bring im this kind of refugee? How 
many contributors to those Appeals—especially 
what the n money is used for? 
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One of our Council members was teld by high 
authority that one of the methods of getting m- 
migrants from Havana through Miami and other 
American points is to give each entrant a packet 
of money in American bills. These are carried 
through immigration offices and represent suffici- 
ent money to clear such entrants of the charge of 
being paupers. As soon as they are cleared, the 
packets are picked up and shipped back to Ha- 
vana to be used for the next batch. 


One employee of a well-known airline has told 
of the nightly landing of refugees by fishing boats 
at $25 a head at Florida Keys between Key West 
and Miami. 

In certain cities, notably New York, Chicago 
and Los Angeles, the number of refugees, an 
overwhelming proportion of them Jewish, has 
enormously increased in recent years. The increase 
is far greater than can be éxplaned by the official 
figures of immigration. It is likely that much of 
the housing shortage is due to illegal immigration. 


Many refugees are known to have brought huge 
sums of money with them. While our soldiers 
were fighting and dying in Europe and Asia, many 
of these were leading soft lives, free even from 
certain taxes that American citizens are obliged 
to pay! The exemption of such refugees from pay- 
ment of taxes on the increase in the value of real 
estate or securities created a scandal. 


It is of the utmost importance that the Congress 
investigate this whole situation. We believe it te 


- be rotten with communist influence and shot 


through with the selfish, if not unlawful, activities 
of left-wing and “liberal’’ Jews, to foist upon this 
country huge numbers of their race and religion. 
Too many of them have little interest in America 
but are whole-hartedly interested in building up 
their power at the expense of Americans as a 
whole. 


We condemn the atrocities against the Jews in 
Germany, both before and during the last war. 
Yet evidence indicates that provocation existed 


in the selfish and ruthless efforts of certain kinds- 


of Jews to bring Germany under their complete 
control. It is unwise for the Jews to pursue this 
same policy in the United States. 


In no country in the world have the Jews had 
greater opportunity than here. A Jew who is 
above board and willing to enter into competition 
on a fair basis with other Americans is welcome 
and respected as a citizen. But too many in Am- 
erica have gone beyond this. A grave daager to 
the whole Jewish race lies therein. The more keen- 
minded Jews of intelligence and conscience, whe 
are Americans before they are Jews, realize this. 

In our opinion, the demand for FEPC and other 
similar legislation has been largely stirred up by 
left-wing Jews. At the hearing at the Association 
of the Bar in New York im December, 1944, on 
the proposed anti-diecrimination law, there were 
few persons in the fairly crewded hearing room 
except Negroes and Jews. 


The Congress could do nothing more important 
than appoint a committee, not weighted down 
with left-wingers commonly subservient to Jew- 
ish influence, which would study the whole sub- 
ject. 

Considerable evidence is already available— 
far more can quickly be obtained. No one more 
than the Jews should be ready to help in this 
search, for if no secret, improper or unlawful ef- 
forts have been made to bring men unlawfully 
into this ceuntry, that fact should be established. 
If laws have been broken, the guilty should be 
punished. 


Meanwhile no new legislation, further letting 
down immigration bars, should be passed. 

It is not too late to remedy the dangerous situa- 
tion. But the time is short. There is no time for 
timid individuals either in or out of Congress to 
remain silent on this whole subject. In justice to 


all American citizens, including Jews, we propose — 


to face facts. 
In that way only lies safety.

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SPAIN HAS WON 
NEUTRALITY 


The only country that has won a war against 
Communism is Spain. 


This fact is so outstanding in the history of mod, 
ern Europe, that it hardly needs underlining. A 
Communist victory in Spain would have hasten- 
ed the success of Russia's plan of European dom- 
ination, that we now see aggressively deployed, 
along the Mediterranean and from south te north. 
The nations called democratic could not then 
have resisted Communist intrusion, just as today 
they cannot stem its stubborn expansion. 


In our war against Communism we had no need 
of those countries to defend us against the first 
onslaught of Russia's marxist legions, nor to face 
and defeat them on Spanish soil. And that was 
our sin. Precisely because we did fight and defeat 
Comunism, when Communism was still wearing 
the democratic mask, precisely for that reason 
the democratic nations of Europe and America, 
displaying, with clumsy andguileless candor, a 
laek of historic vision which is the real cause of 
today’s grave world situation, turned their backs 
on Spain, spurned her, and left her to her fate. 


Even now, when two countries of honor, Portu- | 


gal and Irland, ask with indestructible arguments 
for the inclusion of Spain in the Marshall Plan pro- 
gram of European reconstruction, some are still 
hesitant and obstructive; precisely that European 
power which would be most interested in Spain's 
cooperation in the event of war is the most sque- 
amish; theatrically, it would seem to sacrifice its 
national interests to the superficial judgements and 
political conventionalism of its masses. 


They never understood the fact that Spain was 
defending Europe against Communism on her 
own battlefields; and they abandoned us to our 
fate—which is now theirs. Once again, they pre- 
tend to ignore us; perhaps it is just ignorance, like 
that of the English lord in the first weeks of our 
War of Liberation, who asked the first lady of 
Spain if “she was on the side of the government 
or the rebels."’ They still don’t know, or don’t 
want to konw, that Spain won the first battle 
against Soviet imperalism; that she held fast in 
her, fields and cities against an avalanche threat- 
ing the annihilation of the Christian society of 
Europe; defiected its advance and thwarted its 
sinister designs on the extreme southwest of 
Europe, at that very point where the two seas of 
our civilization meet. 


At the darkest moment of her histery, Spain 
was not aided by those countries to defeat Com- 
munism. If they now imagine that they have no 
need of Spain, we shall be as glad as anybody: 
Spain will really have deserved her third neu- 
trality.

These are only the cases presented to the Tribu- 
nal after management and labor failed to adjust 
their disputes. It is illegal in Great Britain to pro- 
ceed to strike, or to lock out employees, unless 
the dispute is referred to the Tribunal. All cases 
are dealt with speedily. The welfare of the mem- 
bers of legitnate trade unions, as well as the dan- 
ger our country faces by existance of Communist 
infiltrated unions, should prompt management 
and labor to voluntarily adopt such a system of 
arbitration.
